The increased number of hospital beds which 
will be available because of the present buildings ‘programme will’ call for 
7,500 more nurses by the years 1952-53, Dr. Whitton predicts.

‘Whitton also drew attention to the serious situation which would result in 
the case of a national disaster such as war if the present shortage of nurses 
continues, This is problem which is important to all the people. As Dr. 
Whitton pointed out, there is little use in providing more hospital space or 
in extending health services if there is not going to be sufficient staff to 
maintain them. If we are to progress in this field it is clear that a way 
must be found to attract more young women to the nursing profession in 
the immediate future. It isa matter which is of concern to the country 
as a whole, and its importance should not’ be overlooked at this time.

Geological Survey Planned For 


Metal And Oil Potentialities 


— Western Provinces Included 


OTTAWA—Detdiled mapping will be made‘of Manitoba areas 
favorable for gold and base metals in the Elbow lake and Flin 
Flon regions and studies will be carried out around Laké Winni- 
peg and Churchill in connection with 6il and gas potentialities. 


This was announced by the mines 
department launching the _ biggest 
geological survey programme in Can- 
ada’s history. 

A total of 83 parties have been as- 
signed for field work that will insti- 
tute surveys in all 10 provinces, the 
department said. Seven will be as- 
signed to Manitoba. 

The wide-ranging programme will 
include mapping areas in the North- 
west Territories, the Yukon, and the

CALGARY, Alta.—Thirty-six mil- 
lion dollars in 14 months—that was 
the amoynt the Alberta government 
collected from companies buying oil 
rights in -the province. 

‘Alberta, as result of. the sale of oil 
leases, was rapidly becoming one of 
the richest ‘provinces in the nation. 
Situated on an ancient inland sea 
which geologists: thought was per- 
haps some of the’ bést oil land in the 
world, Alberta still. had many ssec- 
tions of valuable oil aréas to be sold. 

For a single quarter section, the 
government recently collected a re- 
cord-breaking.. $1,611,000. The parcel 
of land lay on the southeast edge of 
the lush Redwater field'and was num- 
ber 36;56-21. It was bought -by the 
Crown Trust company, at a price 
equivalent to slightly more secre $10,- 
000 per acre. a)

ter, the same company bought ‘an- 
other quarter section, for $1,519,000, 
which was equal to the previous re- 
cord price, set by Royalite in gov- 
ernment sales last pa neaty:
